PUBLIC HEALTH REPORTS. 


UNITED STATES. 


[Reports to the Surgeon-General United States Marine-Hospital Service. } 
Smallpox at Palmetto and Oak Hill, Fla. 


TAMPA BAY QUARANTINE, MULLET KEY, 
via Tampa, Fla., June 6, 1902. 

Srr: I have the honor to report that on June 3 Dr. Jos. Y. Porter, 
State health officer for Florida and sanitary inspector U. 8. Marine- 
Hospital Service, arrived at this station on the U. 8S. steamer W. D. Brat- 
ton and invited me to accompany him to Palmetto to investigate what 
was reported to him as a suspicious eruptive disease. 

Palmetto is a town of 600 inhabitants, located on the Manatee River, 
about 14 miles from this station. Wearrived there at 1.30 p. m., called 
on Dr. Harrison, the local physician who reported the case, and with 
him visited the patient. He presented a well-marked typical case of 
discrete variola, in transition from the vesicular to the pustular stage. 
The man, a white mechanic, had been at work at Oak Hill, 12 miles 
from Palmetto, on the new extension of the Seaboard Air Line Railway, 
and was taken sick soon after returning from that place. He stated 
that many of the negro laborers at Oak Hill had been affected with an 
eruption, which was called by them ‘‘bumps,’’ ‘‘camp itch,’’ or 
‘*elephant itch,’’ to which he had been exposed. The necessary sani- 
tary precautions and measures to effect a general vaccination of the 
populace of the town were gone over with the 3 local physicians, and 
it was decided to visit Oak Hill to investigate the extent of the disease 
at that place. 

On the morning of June 4, the Seaboard Air Line Railway kindly 
furnished an engine to convey the party to Oak Hill. The 3 local 
physicians, Dr. Leffingwell, of Braidentown, on the opposite side of 
Manatee River from Palmetto, and Judge Graham, the county agent of 
the State board of health, accompanied Dr. Porter and myself to Oak 
Hill. 

Arriving there, we found a camp of between 200 and 300 negro 
laborers, among whom were discovered 4 cases of modified smallpox in 
a convalescent stage and 2 cases of measles. There was no physician at 
the camp, and none of these men had been treated at all. The cases 
were extremely mild, but pustules had formed in the palms of the hands 
and on the plantar surfaces of the feet, and some pitting had occurred on 
their faces. 

Dr. Porter telegraphed for a supply of fresh vaccine virus and directed 
Dr. Lartique, of the State health department, to proceed to Oak Hill 
and carry out the proper sanitary measures. 
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We returned to Palmetto at noon and proceeded to Mullet Key, where 
I rejoined my station at 1.20 p. m., June 4.

Report from Hongkong—Plague and cholera, 


HONGKONG, CHINA, April 28, 1902. 


Sir: I have the honor to transmit herewith the abstract of bills of 
health issued at this station during the week ended April 26, 1902. 
Six vessels were inspected, 636 individuals were bathed at the disin- 
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fecting station, and 745 bundles of clothing and bedding were disin- 
fected. The returns from the sanitary board show that the following 
communicable diseases were reported during the week. viz, 5 cases of 
plague and 4 deaths, 25 cases of cholera and 24 deaths, 3 cases of 
smallpox and 1 death, and 1 case of diphtheria. The total cases of 
plague reported thus far this year are, therefore, 20. For the correspond- 
ing week last year there were 65 cases reported. Of the cholera cases 
reported 1 was an European passenger who arrived from Manila aboard 
the steamship Rubi, April 22. He was taken ill the night of April 24 
and sent to the hospital the following morning. A case of cholera was 
discovered aboard this steamer just prior to sailing for Manila, April 
24, and at our request the vessel was held in quarantine to complete a 
period of five days, disinfection of the vessel being done at once. The 
usual disinfection of the crew was carried out directly after the case 
occurred. Thus far no other cases have developed.

Some have been placed on the different islands near this point. I am 
told by their attending physician that quite a number (about 50), located 
at Old Bank, on Provision Island, have chills and fever, and about 10 
have dysentery. Of this number reported sick only about 15 are unable 
to perform duty. Owing to their having come from Panama, I have 
made especial inquiry as to any infectious or contagious diseases.

Alabama, crew, 19; passengers from this port, none; passengers in 
transit, none; baggage disinfected, none. May 25, steamship Kitty, 
crew, 20; passengers from this port, none; passengers in transit, none;

Transfer of maritime quarantine service and establishment of superior 
sanitary board of the island of Cuba. 


HAVANA, CuBA, May 28, 1962. 

Sir: I have the honor to present the last weekly report of the con- 
duct of the quarantine service of the island of Cuba by the U. 8. 
Marine-Hospital Service of the United States. Weekly reports have 
been made to you since January 17, 1899, when this charge was assumed 
by order of the President, and the duty transferred to the Cuban quar- 
antine officers of the Republic of Cuba at 12 o’clock noon, Tuesday, 
May 20, 1902, when Governor-General Leonard Wood, at the palace— 
in the presence of the officers of the Army, Navy, and U. 8S. Marine- 
Hospital Service, in full dress, and a number of distinguished Ameri- 
can visitors—addressed President-Elect Palma and senators and repre- 
sentatives of the Cuban Congress, charged by the direction of the 
President of the United States to make the transfer. 

In the plans devised for the sanitation of Cuba, the fourth article in 
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General Wood’s valedictory, copy inclosed, relates to the quarantine 
service in Cuba, and the mutual understanding that it shall be main- 
tained in its present efficiency. 

As reported to you some time ago, a plan was devised for the estab- 
lishment of a superior sanitary board for the internal sanitation of the 
island of Cuba. At one time it was contemplated to make the quaran- 
tine service of the island a function of this board after the establishment 
of the new Republic. There were serious objections to this project, 
not the least being that the quarantine affairs and trained Cuban quar- 
antine officers would lose their identity and effectiveness if mingled with 
the internal hygienic service of the island. I made strong objections to 
the Governor-General against amalgamating maritime sanitation with 
internal matters, and he eliminated this feature, thereby preserving the 
quarantine system as organized by the U. S. Marine-Hospital Service 
at great labor and sacrifice of health of a number of its officers. 

Copy of the final order, dated May 17, 1902, establishing this superior 
sanitary board of the island of Cuba, is herewith inclosed. The wisdom 
of maintaining maritime quarantine as a separate service has been 
amply demonstrated in the short time which has since elapsed. 

Sanitary inspectors of this service are now stationed at the principal 
ports of the island to inspect vessels, passengers, and crews bound for 
the United States, and issue bills of health. 

The quarantine service of the island of Cuba, which was transferred 
on May 20, is in practical operation and effectiveness. Its continuance 
at the same standard remains to be demonstrated. 

I have to inclose herewith report of the operations of the service, 
together with mortuary data for the same period.

General order. 


HEADQUARTERS MILITARY GOVERNOR, 
Havana, Cuba, May 20, 1902. 
Srrs: Under the direction of the President of the United States, I now transfer to 
you as the duly elected representatives of the people of Cuba the government and con- 
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‘trol of the island, to be held and exercised by you, under the provisions of the consti- 
tution of the Republic of Cuba, heretofore adopted by the constitational convention and 
this day promulgated, and I hereby declare the occupation of Cuba by the United States 
and the military government of the island to be ended. 

This transfer of government and control is upon the express condition, and the Govern- 
ment of the United States will understand, that by the acceptance thereof you da now, 
pursuant to the provisions of the said constitution, assume and undertake, all and 
several, the obligations assumed by the United States with respect to Cuba, by the 
treaty between the United States of America and Her Majesty the Queen Regent of 
Spain, signed at Paris on December 10, 1898. 

All money obligations of the military government down to this date have been paid 
as far as practicable. The public civil funds derived from the revenues of Cuba trans- 
ferred to you this date, amounting to $689,191.02, are transferred subject to such claims 
and obligations properly payable out of the revenues of the island as may remain. The 
sum of $100,000 has been reserved from the transter of funds to defray anticipated 
expenses of accounting, reporting, and winding up the affairs of the military govern- 
ment, after which any unexpended balance of said sum wiil be paid into the treasury 
of the island. 

The plans already devised for the sanitation of the cities of the island and to prevent 
a recurrence of epidemic and infectious diseases, to which the Government of the United 
States understands that the provision of the constitution contained in the fifth article 
of the appendix applies, are as follows: 

1. A plan for the sewering and paving of the city of Havana, for which a contract has 
been awarded by the municipality of that city to McGivney, Rokeby & Co. 

2. A plan for waterworks to supply the city of Santiago de Cuba, prepared by Capt. 
S. D. Rockenbach, in charge of the district of Santiago, and approved by the military 
governor, providing for taking water from the wells of San Juan canyon and pumping 
the same to reservoirs located on the heights to the east of the city. 

3. A plan for the sewering of the city of Santiago de Cuba, a contract for which was 
awarded to Michael J. Dady & Co., by the military governor of Cuba, and now under 
construction. 

4. The rules’ and regulations established by the President of the United States on 
January 17, 1899, tor the maintenance of quarantine against epidemic diseases at the 
ports of Havana, Matanzas, Cienfuegos, and Santiago de Cuba, and thereafter at the 
other ports of the island, as extended and amended and made applicable to future con- 
ditions, by the order of the military governor dated April 29, 1902, published in the 
Official Gazette of Havana on April 29, 1902. 

5. The sanitary rules and regulations in force in the city of Havana. 

It is understood by the United States that the present government of the Isle of 
Pines will continue as a de facto government, pending the settlement of the title to the 
said island by treaty pursuant to the Cuban constitution and the act of Congress of the 
United States approved March 2, 1901. 

I am further charged by the President of the United States to deliver to you the 
letter which [ now hand you.

Order establishing Sanitary Board. 


HAVANA, CUBA, May 17; 190 2. 


I, Leonard Wood, military governor of Cuba, by virtue pf the authority vested in 
me, direct the publication of the following order for the regulation of the sanitary affairs 
of the island of Cuba: 

For the more effective administration of the sanitary service of the island of Cuba 
and in conformity with the requirements of modern sanitation, a board of health, to be 
known as the superior sanitary board of the island of Cuba, is hereby organized. 

Section 1. The superior sanitary board of the island of Cuba shall consist ot 5 mem- 
bers besides the honorary members. The active members of the board shall be the 
chief sanitary officer for the island of Cuba, who shall be president and executive officer 
of the board ; 2 members residing in the city of Havana, 1 of whom shall be the presi- 
dent of the commission of special hygiene ; a representative from the eastern part of the 
island, and a representative from the western part. At least 3 members of the board 
shall be physicians of not less than five years’ practice, who shall be legally qualified 
medical practitioners. 

The honorary members shal! be the chief the U. S. Marine-Hospital Service of the 
island of Cuba, a member of the Academy of Sciences, a member of the University of

Havana, president of the tuberculosis league, a member of the board of education, and: 


a legally qualified lawyer. The honorary members of the board shall not be entitled 
to vote. 

The members of the board shall be appointed by the supreme authority of the island 
for a term of four years, but the original appointees will be as follows: One member for 
two years, 1 for three years, and 2torfour years. Vacancies shall be filled by the same 
authority to complete unexpired terms. 

The board shall meet once a month, or at the call of the president. A majority of the 
members of the board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. In 
case a quorum can not be obtained, a week’s notice having been duly given that a par- 
ticular measure is to be brought up at a certain time for action, any number of members 
present at such time shall be qualified to pass upon such a measure. 

Each member of the board shall be compensated at the rate of $20 for each meeting, 
the compensation for any member for any one month not to exceed $100, provided that 
no member who is otherwise drawing a salary from the board shall receive compensa- 
tion, and to those members living outside of the city actual expenses incident to their 
attendance upon the meetings. 

As soon after its organization as possible, the board shall proceed to adopt sanitary 
regulations, which shall be generally applicable to the various ayuntamientos of the 
island. These regulations when approved by the supreme authority of the island, shall 
regulate all the ayuntamientos. 

Sec. 2 (a). The superior sanitary board shall have the general supervision of all 
matters relating to public health throughout the island of Cuba. 

(6) It shall make sanitary investigations respecting the cause of disease, and especi- 
ally of epidemic diseases, including those of animals ; the cause of malaria, and the 
effects of localities, conditions, habits, and of beverages and medicines upon the health of 
the people. 

(¢) Itshall disseminate useful information upon these and kindred subjects among 
the people. 

(d) It shall see to the enforcement of suitable sanitary laws, including laws govern- 
ing the admittance of persons to the practice of medicine, surgery, pharmacy, denistry, 
midwifery, embalming, undertaking, and regulations of prostitution, and laws for the 
control of offensive and dangerous industries or occupations. 

(e) All sanitary matters not coming under the jurisdiction of local boards shall be 
submitted to the superior sanitary board, and it shall be the duty of the board to see 
that all sanitary regulations with regard to water supply, sewerage, disposition of refuse, 
etc., throughout the island, are carried out, and to enforce regulations as to adultera- 
tion of food products, beverages, and drinks, and those referring to the importation and 
treatment of food animals. 

(f) It shall suggest to the executive body, for proposal io the central legislative body 
of the island, such extension or changes in the sanitary laws as may be desirable from 
time to time. 

(g) It shall make no contracts and incur no liabilities in excess of the amount duly 
appropriated by the legislative body of the island. All expenditures of the depart- 
ment must be authorized by the board, and the board must make bimonthly requisi- 
tions and estimates for funds to the superior authority of the island to cover expendi- 
tures so authorized. 

(hk) It shall have the supervision of all local health boards, and shall require them 
to send stich reports and give such further information as they think desirable. 

(i) It shall have the power to require reports and information concerning any matters 
with respect to which it may need information for the better discharge of its duties, 
from all public dispensaries, asylums, hospitals, infirmaries, prisons, penitentiaries, 
schools, service of special* hygiene, and from the managers, principals, or officers 
thereof, and from all other public institutions, their officers or managers; from the 
proprietors, managers, or lessees and occupants of all places of public resort through- 
out the island, and from common carriers. 

(j) It shall have the power to obtain from the proper authorities all information 
pertaining to the vital statistics of the island, more particularly that pertaining to the 
record of births, deaths, marriages, disease, and epidemics, and shall make such reports 
on these subjects, from time to time, as required by the supreme authority of the 
island. 

(k) It shall have power and authority to make and enforce regulations for preventing 
and suppressing contagious or epidemic diseases of man or animals, to abate nuisances 
injurious to health, to remove the cause of any special diseases or malaria, to make and 
enforce such interior quarantine regulations as it shall deem necessary or at places where 
there are no local boards of health or health officers. In places where boards of health

or health officers exist, but where sanitary regulations or laws of the board are not being 
carried into effect, it shall have the power to enforce health regulations. 

(l) It shall have the power to engage suitable persons to render any special sanitary 
services or to make or supervise investigations and examinations requiring expert skill 
and to prepare papers or reports relating thereto. 

(m) It shall establish a biological, chemical, and bacteriological laboratory, with 
proper equipment and suitable officials for making necessary bacteriological examina- 
tions, and prepare examinations of food stuffs which shall be located in the city of 
Havana. 

(n) As leprosy is one of the infectious diseases, and the control of leprosy a very 
important sanitary matter, the superior sanitary board shall have the right to inspect 
at any time all institutions where lepers are cared for in the island of Cuba, and to make 
recommendations, with reference to their location and methods of administration. 
These recommendations, when approved by higher authority, shall be binding upon the 
department of charities. The superior sanitary board shall be responsible for the enforce- 
ment of the laws with regard to leprosy. 

(0) The tuberculosis sanitarium shall be a department under the executive control 
and administration of the superior sanitary board of the island. 

(p) The vaccination commission, as established by Civil Order No. 165, dated, head- 
quarters department of Cuba, June 24, 1901, shall pass under the control of the superior 
sanitary board of the island, as provided for in Paragraph II of said order. The superior 
sanitary board shall assume all the duties and functions at present exercised by the 
secretary of State and Government in relation to this commission. 

(q) The glanders commission, as appointed by Civil Orders Nos. 52 and 66, shall pass 
under the control of the saperior sanitary board of the island, and their provisions shall 
be extended to the entire island of Cuba. These functions and powers shall remain as 
provided by these orders. 

(r) The service of special hygiene shall be a department of the superior sanitary 
board of the island and be epvtirely under the control of said board: and the superior 
sanitary board of the island shall assume the duties and functions at present exercised 
by the secretary of State and Government of the island as regards regulations pertain- 
ing to this service. 

(s) The superior sanitary board of the island shall have power to appoint a chief 
sanitary officer for any ayuntamiento of the island, pending the organization of the 
sanitary board of said ayuntamiento. 

Sec. 3 (a). The chief sanitary officer shall be the executive officer of the superior 
sanitary board of the island, and shall exercise general supervision and control over its 
various branches. 

(6) He shall be appointed by the supreme authority of the island for a period of four 
years, but shall be removable by the same authority for cause. In case of a vacancy, 
the same authority shall appoint a successor to fill the unexpired term. 

(ec) He shall prepare for the board the regular estimates for the running expenses of 
the department. For such purposes as may be required, he shall require trom the 
officers of the department such annual and special reports as may be desired. 

(ad) He shall enforce all resolutions, orders, and directions of the board, and shall be 
responsible for all neglect and omission of duty on the part of his subordinates. 

\e) In ease of refusal to carry out the legal order of the superior sanitary board in 
any part of the island, the chief sanitary officer shall apply to the supreme power of 
the island, which shall direct the proper executive officer to see to their enforcement 
and a violation of any ordinance of said board shall be punishable by a fine of from 
$10 to $100 and imprisonment from ten to thirty days, or either, the case to be prose- 
cuted before, and the punishment to be enforced by, the proper court. 

(f) Subject to the sanitary laws of the island and the regulations of the board, he 
shall have direct control and supervision of all hospitals for infectious and contagious 
diseases. He shall provide for the detention of persons suffering from such diseases, 
and for their isolation until the period of their liability to spread disease is passed. 
He shall have immediate direction of the suppression of epidemic diseases of man and 
domestic animals. 

(g) He shall make a written monthly report to the board of the vital statistics of 
the island at the end of the month. Also, an annual report as soon as possible after 
June 30 of each year. These reports shall cover the general sanitary conditions of the 
island and the work of the board and of its officers and agents during the preceding 
twelve months. It shall also include a statement of all the moneys received and all 
disbursements made during the same period. 

(h) He shall also submit to the board such special reports from time to time as the 
board may require. 

(i) Subject to the sanitary laws of the island, and the regulations of the superior 
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sanitary board of the island, the chief sanitary officer shall make, or cause to be made, 
regular inspections of the work of all municipal sanitary boards, of the work of all 
employes of the insular sanitary board, of the cleaning of sewers, streets, walks, and 
alleys, public squares and parks; of the collection and disposition of garbage, dead 
animals, night soil, and the contents of cesspools, and of the sanitation of houses, 
factories, mills, schools, prisons, markets, meat shops, barracks, public water supplies, 
public bath houses, wells, cisterns, undertaking establishments, asylums, jails, bar- 
rooms, theaters, and of public institutions and places of public resort. For this pur- 
pose he may enter or cause to be entered, any of the above-mentioned places, institu- 
tions, or places of public resort. 

(j) Upon the request of the sanitary board of any ayuntamiento, he shall express 
an opinion as to the sanitary desirability of any plans and specifications for municipal 
water works, drainage, or sewer systems, crematories, disinfecting apparatus, or mechan- 
ical sanitary apparatus of any kind, which may be submitted to him by said board. 

(k) He shall provide for the keeping of the records of the insular sanitary board for 
compiling the statistics and such other clerical work as may arise in this connection. 

(t) He shall have the power to employ or discharge any subordinates of the board. 


LOCAL SANITARY BOARDS. 


Sec. 4 (a) For the purpose of administration, the sanitary affairs of the ayuntami- 
ento shall be controlled by the sanitary board of the ayuntamiento. This board shall 
consist of 3 members, | of whom shall be the chief sanitary officer of the ayuntamiento, 
and the other 2 the quarantine officer of the port and the chief of the local special 
section of hygiene, respectively. In cities where there is no quarantine officer of the 
port or chief of the special section of hygiene, the 2 other members of the board shall 
be appoinied by the ayuntamiento. [fhe appointment and dismissal of all sanitary 
officers shall be made subject to the approval of the superior sanitary board of the 
island. At least 2 members of the board shall be legally qualified medical practition- 
ers, of not less than five years’ practice. The chief sanitary officer shall be ex officio 
president of the board, and shall preside at its meetings. The board shall meet once a 
month, or as often as called together by its president. The members shall be compen- 
sated at the following rates : 

Members of the sanitary boards of ayuntamientos representing less than 20,000 
inhabitants shall receive $5 per meeting, not to exceed in any one month 5 times the 
pay for 1 meeting. 

Members of boards of ayuntamientos representing more than 20,000 inhabitants and 
less than 100,000, shall receive $10 per meeting, not to exceed $50 in any one month. 

Members of ayuntamientos representing 100,000 or more inhabitants shall receive 
compensation to be fixed by such ayuntamiento, not to exceed $20 per meeting, or $100 
in any one month. 

Provided, that no member of any board receiving a salary from said board shall be 
entitled to compensation as provided tor above. Members of sanitary boards shall 
also be allowed necessary expenses incurred in their attendance upon the meetings of 
the board. 

Members of the board will be appointed for a period of four years, or during good 
behavior. At the organization of the board, 1 member will be appointed for two years, 
1 three years, and 1 four years. This is done in order that the members may not be all 
new men at the same time. In case of a vacancy, the alcalde will fill it by appoint- 
ment for the unexpired term. 

(b) The sanitary boards of the ayuntamientos throughout the island shall be gov- 
erned by the general sanitary regulations adopted by the superior sani‘ary board of the 
island. The regulations may be modified to conform to local conditions, by a request 
from the local sanitary board, approved by the alcalde and forwarded to the superior 
sanitary board, whose action thereon shall be final. The local sanitary board, however, 
shall have the right to appeal to the supreme power of the island. 

(c) The local sanitary board shall have the general supervision of public health 
throughout the district governed by its ayuntamient»s. 

(d) Its duties and powers shall be similar within its jurisdiction to those of the 
superior sanitary board of the island in its jurisdiction, always subject to inspection 
and control by the superior sanitary board, but it shall not have control over the marine 
quarantine service. 

(e) The chief sanitary officer of each board shall be appointed by the ayuntamiento 
for a period of four years, and shal! receive such salary as may be fixed by the ayuntami- 
ento. His appointment and dismissal shall be governed by the laws fixing that of the 
other 2 members of the board. His duties, powers, and functions shall be similar to 
those of the chief sanitary officer of the superior sanitary board. 
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Sec. 5. The sanitary board of the ayuntamiento of Havana shall be the same in all 
respects as that of other ayuntamientos of the island, with the following exceptions : 

(a) The board shall consist of the active members of the superior sanitary board of the 
island resident in the city of Havana. 


(b) The compensation shall be the same as for the members of the superior sanitary 
board 


(ec) The chief sanitary offiver of the superior sanitary board shall be the chief sanitary 
officer of the Havana board. For these duties, he shall receive no salary in addition to 
that paid him as chief sanitary officer of the superior board. 

(d) The sanitary board of the ayuntamiento of Havana shall assume control of the 
present sanitary department and shall assume all the functions and have all the powers 
now exercised by that department. 

(e) In addition, the sanitary board of the ayuntamiento of Havana shall assume 
control of food inspections and matters pertaining thereto, and that department of the 
city government, as now exercised, shall pass under the control of the sanitary board. 

(f) The municipal laboratory is hereby made the laboratory for the island of Cuba, 
and will pass under the control of the superior sanitary board of the island. 

(g) All expenses incurred by the sanitary department of Havana shall be paid from 
the island funds until such time as the ayuntamiento is able to assume this expenditure.

BRITISH East INpDIA.—In the Bombay Presidency there were regis- 
tered during the week ended April 25, 2,945 plague cases and 2,382 
deaths. 

MAURITIUS.—Daring the five weeks from March 7 to April 10, there 
were recorded 10, 6, 5, 0, and 3 plague cases, and 7, 3, 4, 0, and 3 
deaths. 

BriTIsH East AFRICA.—Between May 3 and May 12 there were 
recorded in the protectorate 2 new plague cases and 1 death. 

CAPE CoLony.—During the week ended April 19, only 1 new plague 
case was registered in Port Elizabeth. 

ARGENTINE REPUBLIC.—The newspapers of Buenos Ayres of April

MANILA, P. I., April 30, 1902. 

Sir: Continuing my report on cholera in Manila. I have the honor to 
transmit herewith tabulated statements showing the daily number of 
cases in Manila from date of last report to April 27, 1902, and the total 
number of cases in the provinces giving the towns infected, and those 
in which the disease has appeared since last report. 

There is little if any change in the situation in Manila, as the daily 
number of cases remains practically the same, still the state of affairs 
at the expiration of five weeks since the epidemic commenced may be 
considered favorable. 

The disease has increased in the provinces, but has not spread to any 
great extent, as the new towns in which the disease has appeared were 
infected from the adjacent centers.

Sirk: I have the honor to report that I have provisienally raised the 
quarantine at Manila against vessels arriving from Hongkong. This 
action is taken in view of the fact that cholera is still prevalent in 
Manila and the conditions in Hongkong have improved; in fact, at 
present this city is a worse center of infection than the one above 
mentioned. 

These vessels are not a great source of danger, since by mutual agree- 
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ment between this office and the steamship agents they bring no steer- 
age passengers, and I regard the class of cabin passengers as practically 
safe. In addition to this the vessel and personnel are disinfected at 
Hongkong, and the food furnished the Chinese crew is certified to by Dr. 
Kerr. 

These measures were instituted by a circular letter of April 2, 1902, 
in order to have the vessels sail from Hongkong under the best condi- 
tions so that the quarantine detention could be counted from the date of 
departure.

Sirs: Relative to the quarantine of vessels and in order to delay the ships as little as 
possible, [ have the honor to inform you that if the following regulations are rigidly 
enforced in Hongkong under the supervision and to the satisfaction of Asst. Surg. J. W. 
Kerr, U S. Marine-Hospital Service, the five days’ quarantine which is imposed upon 
vessels arriving from Hongkong can date from the hour of departure : 

1. No Chinese steerage passengers must be brought ; Chinese cabin passengers must 
be certified to by Assistant Surgeon Kerr. 

2. The crew of the vessel must be kept on board while the boat is lying in Hongkong 
harbor and not allowed to go on shore. Chinese foods for crew must be removed or 
destroyed before sailing and fresh food that can be certified to by Dr. Kerr provided. 

3. The water in tanks for drinking purposes must be boiled. This can be done by a 
jet of steam conducted from the boiler. 

4. The crew must be disinfected as usual. 

5. The forecastles and decks must be washed down with bichloride solution after 
mechanically cleaned. 

If, however, sickness of a suspicious character develops en route these regulations 
will not apply. 

All vessels will call at Mariveles to complete the five days’ quarantine.

Sirs: I have the honor to inform you that owing to the continued prevalence of 
cholera in Manila and the improved conditions in Hongkong, the quarantine at this 
port against vessels sailing from Hongkong will be raised on and after May 1, but 
this does not apply to vessels arriving at other ports of entry in the Philippine Islands, 
the existing regulations remaining in force at the latter places on account of their 
remaining tree from cholera. 

The regulations now in force at Hongkong, promulgated by circular letter of April 2, 
1902, must be strictly enforced, and vessels must cull as usual at Mariveles for exam- 
ination and redisinfection.

diarrhea and dysentery, 17. The deaths from all causes correspond 
to an annual rate of 16.2 per 1,000. In Greater London 1,948 deaths 
were registered. In the “‘outer ring’’ the deaths included 6 from diph- 
theria, 8 from measles, 24 from smallpox, and 6 from whooping cough. 

Ireland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended May 17, 1902, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 22.2 per 1,000 of the population, which is 
estimated at 1,092,322. The lowest rate was recorded in Drogheda, viz, 
0.0, and the highest in Clonmel, viz, 61.3 per 1,000. In Dublin and 
suburbs 186 deaths were registered, including diphtheria, 3; enteric 
fever, 2; measles, 3; scarlet fever, 1; whooping cough, 3, and 44 from 
tuberculosis. 

Scotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the week 
ended May 17, 1902, correspond to an annual rate of 19.4 per 1,000 of 
the population, which is estimated at 1,679,923. The lowest mortality 
was recorded in Leith, viz, 11.2, and the highest in Perth, viz, 25.0 
per 1,000.
